—The Federal Government today 
filed a bill of particulars in its 
income tax evasion case against 
William Bioff, Hollywood movie 
labor organizer, listing among his 
sources of income Joseph*® M.

Schenck re- 
cently was convicted in New York 
of income tax evasion. 

Filed by United States Attorney 
William F. Hall, the bill included: 

“Income from RKO studios of 
1936, goods, merchandise and drap-. 
eries, to Bioff in the amount of 
$169,846; currency from sources un- 
knowme$20,000; income from Joseph 
M. Schecnk and others, $100,000; 
also from Schenck and others, $10,- 
000 in stock in the Hollywood’ Turf 
Club and 500 shares: of Consolidated 
Oil. 

The Government’s bill of particu- 
lars did not explain the transac- 
tions or state why it alleges Bioff 
received. the money and stock. 

Bioff was indicted Jan. 10, 1940, 
charged with failing to report 
$85,000 in income. for the years 
1936 and 1937. +

So Navy Chief Says—Re- 
marks on ‘Sharing Re- 
sources’ Stirs Talk of 
Possible Ship Transfers. 


WASHINGTON, April . 29 (AP). 
Admiral Harold R. Stark, chief 
of naval operations, disclosed today 
that American neutrality patrols 
were operating at some points as 
much as 2000 milés from shore. 

Addressing a defense luncheon of 


the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, he indicatéd in an extem- 
poraneous addition to his prepared 
address that generally patrol vés- 
sels were operating about half way 
across the Atlantic “from the high 
latitudes to the Antarctic.” 

Indirectly .he linked. patrols with 
the problem of convoying ships to 
Britain but in--such.-a-manner as 
not to indicate what connection he 
saw between them. 

“Wish I Could Talk.” 

“I wish I could. talk about con- 
voys,” he told his audience. “I'd 
like to tell you about’ our patrols 
3000 miles out from the high lati- 
tudes to the Antarctic in both 
oceans.” 

Asked to explain this statement 
after he had finished speaking, 
he told reporters that 2000 miles 
was a better approximation than 
his extemporaneous 3000. Com- 
paring present operations in the 
Atlantic with those of a few weeks 
ago, he said that the patrol line 
had been moved substantially east- 
ward. 

Also preliminary to his prepared 
address, Admiral Stark told his au- 
dience, containing many of the

On Sharing Resources. 

In his prepared speech, Admiral 
Stark asserted that the United 
States would share its resources to 
the limits of its security.

GIRL, 11, DIES AFTER TWO-YEAR 
FIGHT AGAINST BONE CANCER 


NEW YORK, April 29 (AP).— 
Dorothy Lewis, 11 years old, to 
whom the medical world had given 
one chance in 10 to live, lost that 
chance yesterday. 

She died in. a Bronx. nursing 
home of bone cancer which had 
necessitated amputation of a leg 
two years ago, aftei months of re- 
luctance on the part of her fa- 
ther, William, a park department 
laborer, to allow the operation. Her 
mother died when she was an in- 
fant. 

Around Christmas time, 1938, 
she first felt pain in her left leg.

Medical men communi- 
cated with Lewis, urging him to 
allow the operation. 

Finally Lewis agreed, and last 
year, it seemed; she would live. 
Only a month ago-when she cele- 
brated her birthday she seemed 
completely well, getting about on 
her artificial leg, playing with chil- 
dren.in the street, 

“My heart is. broken,” said- the 
child’s father, on learning of. her 
death, “There isn’t anything to

A bill to permit social security |

In proposing the fundamental 
change in the present relief theory, 
the bill provides that ownership 
of property would not disqualify 
applicants from receiving assit- 
ance, if the applicants are other- 
wise without resources, Under this 
provision, persons owning a home 
but having no income, would not 
be forced to sell their property 
to become eligible for assistance. 

The State would receive a prior 
lien against the property for the 
amount of assistance paid, and aft- 
er the death of the recipient the 
State would be reimbursed. The 
bill also would enable the State 
Commission to take an assignment 
on life insurance owned by recip- 
ients, to recover the~ assistance 
given on the death of the recipient.

As to City Real Estate Taxes. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Co abet ennai ciliate — —— 
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N your recent editorial, “The City Tax 
Problem,” you reviewed the refusal of 
the State Board of Equalization to con- 
cur in the finding of the City Board of 


Equalization regarding the assessed val-° 


uation of St. Louis real estate for 1941 
taxes. 

You stated that one good reason for 
the action of the State board wiping out 
the tax reductions determined by the 
city board was that both State and city 
will be in need of greater revenues. 

Then you stated that there is a very 
grave question whether any long-range 
justification can be cited for the State 
board nullifying the assessment reduc- 
tion, since in some sections of St. Louis 
real estate is being sold for less than its 
assessed valuation. 

The State law requires feal estate to 
be assessed at its true value in money 
for purposes of taxation. It has long 
been our contention that, by far and 
large, St. Louis real estate bears.an as- 
sessment based on the need for revenue 
by the several tax-spending units, with 
the assessor wholly disregarding the true 
value of the property, thereby making 
said assessment in violation of the law. 

The need for revenue does not call for 
the assessing authorities to violate the 
law and resort to usurpation of power in 
the determination of the valuation of 
real estate for tax purposes. 

A continuation on the part of the as- 
sessor of arbitrary, excessive and confis- 
catory tax assessments on real estate 
will, some day soon, cause property own- 
ers to revolt against contributing more 
than their fair share toward the cost of 
city government and schools.

The responsibility and duty of the mu- 
nicipality and public schools is to econ- 
omize by reducing and eliminating un- 
mecessary expenses and services. 

Most of all, the, tax-assessing authori- 
ties must come to a realization that real 
estate no longer comprises all the wealth 
upon which the great burden of taxation 
should be piled and that other sources of 
revenue must be found to finance the 
cost of government. 

The assessor's office must be divorced 
from control by the budget creating au- 
thorities, otherwise that office should no 
longer continue to be appointive but 
made elective, so that the assessor will 
be solely responsible for his actions to 
the people. 

The St. Louis Real Estate Exchange 
makes no apologies for its demands of 
the -past for assessment reductions on 
St. Louis real estate. No worth-while re- 
lief has been had since 1934, when a 5 
per cent blanket. reduction was ordered 
by the State Board of Equalization. 

This action did not actually result in 
a reduction from the previous year’s as- 
sessment, because the assessor increased 
the 1934 assessment 5 per cent over and 
above the 1933 figures. The actiofi of the 
State Board, therefore, merely froze the 
1934 assessment at the 1933 level. 

Eight years is a long time to hang 
with no realization of the hope of the 
assessing authorities that real estate val- 
ues and rentals would be restored to 
their former level and thereby justify 
the ever-prevailing high real estate as- 
sessment for tax purposes.

The values of most real estate are not 


what they were in 1933. This is no se- | 


eret, but is common knowledge. When 
Sales are made, they are generally at 
prices far below the assessed valuation 
for purposes of taxation. 

Now sale prices and asking prices are, 
in fact, about the best evidence there is 
of real yalue, and real value is what the 
assessor is supposed to determine for as- 


' Sessment purposes. It doesn’t make sense 


or justice if a parcel of property can be 
purchased on the open market, for $6000 
and it is assessed at $19,000, but that is 
just what is happening in many parts of 
St. Louis. 

Real estate owners cannot be expected 
to support this city much longer on any 
such arrangement as that,

fate of this legislation. 

The local schools are overloaded with superannu- 
ated teachers, some of them far past 80. Every re- 
port and survey calls attention to that fact, and 
urges that something be done about it. Despite 
their long experience, the older teachers are neces- 
sarily less efficient than the younger ones. Under 
the State tenure statute, however, the board finds 
it extremely difficult, if not impossible, to displace 
the older men and women. The students in their 
classes are the losers from this state of affairs. 

Human material is the basic factor in all efforts 
to improve the school system. The Superintendent 
and the board can institute modern methods, but so 
long as they must depend to a large extent on super- 
annuated teachers to carry them out, their efforts 
are defeated. By adoption of the retirement plan, 
the older teachers would make way for progressive 
young blood—incidentally, at a saving in salary 
costs. There would be an opportunity to revitalize 
the whole teaching corps, to give employment to 
several hundred new teachers, to advance others who 
have long deserved promotion. 

The retirement plan has the unanimous approval 
of the Board of Education. It is supported by a great 
variety of organizations—the Chamber of Commerce, 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, Central Trades and La- 
bor Council, Bar Association, parent-teachers’ groups, 
Council on Civic Needs, League of Women Voters, 
Patrons’ Alliance and many others. Then why does 
the Legislature delay its approval? Why, in par- 
ticular, are not the members of the St. Louis delega- 
tion actively pushing for a favorable. vote? 

There is no open opposition among them; can it be 
that undercover opposition is throttling the bill? 
Or is it merely indifference? 

St. Louis legislators surely cannot be indifferent 
about this issue. They have a duty as public-spirited 
citizens. If that is not enough,.they have an interest 
as St. Louis taxpayers, and many of them have a 
stake as the parents of school children. They also 
have a political interest, since loss of a bill so wide- 
ly supported cannot be without its repercussions at 


the polis. Any one of these motives should be suf- 
ficient to produce a vigorous drive by the St. Louis 


legislators for passage of the bill. 
On its own merits, and because of the benefits 
it will bring to the St. Louis schools, the bill deserves 


to pass.

HOSPITALIZATION AND THE DOCTORS. 

Hospitalization insurance plans, such as Group 
Hospital Service here in St. Louis, have been so 
successful] that there is now a very real short- 
age of hospital beds, according to a report made yes- 
terday at the convention of the Missouri State Med- 
ical Association. 

As a result, the organized doctors are suggesting 
the establishment of convalescent homes for the less 
serious and the chronic cases. 

Many doctors now urge their patients to join 
hospitalization groups., Yet, not so long ago, or- 
ganized medicine was bitterly opposed to the whole 
idea. The plan, which solved many of the economic 
problems of the hospitals as well as of the patients, 
was supposed to be the haven of no end of evils. 

Today, the organized-doctors are still bitterly op- 
posed to the next logical step: an insurance system 
which will make adequate medical care—be it the 
swabbing of a throat or the most delicate of opera- 
tions—equally available to the man of limited means. 

Can it be possible that a few years hence the doc- 
tors, having tried it, will be as loud in their praise 
of medical insurance as they now are of hospital 
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AN INDEFENSIBLE TREASURY RAID. 

Is Congress going to establish the dangerous prece- 
dent of increasing non-defense appropriations above 
the amounts set in the President's budget? That is 
the question which faces House members of the 
conference committee on farm parity payments. 

President Roosevelt recommended an appropria- 
tion of $212,000,000 for agricultural benefits, a sum 
which helped swell the farm aid total to record pro- 
portions. The House approved the budget figure, but 
the Senate, where calmer thinking is supposed to 
prevail and whose members are generally thought 
to be freer from group pressures, more than- dou- 
bled the farm parity payments. When the bill was 
passed by the Senate, it provided a total of $450,000,- 
000 for this purpose alone. The vote was 61 to 9, 
only one of the nine—Senator Taft of Ohio—coming 
from a state west of the Atlantic seaboard.

REPORTED AT LOW EBB 


Fear of Low-Cost Foreign 
Competition’ Is Reason, 
Institute Is’ Told. 


Zinc mine operators are deplet- 
ing known reserves of the mineral 
without making an effort to add to 
them materially by extensive ex- 
ploration, it was said today in a 
report presented to the American 
Zinc Institute, which ended a two- 
day session at Hotel Chase. 

The report, prepared by Evan 
Just, secretary of the Tri-State 
Zine and Lead Ore Producers’ As- 
sociation, asserted that explora- 
tory activity is at a low level be- 
cause miners have no. assurance of 
protection against a “flood of low- 
cost foreign competition which the 
end of the war is likely to bring.” 

“This outlook,” it added, “does 
not warrant the optimism neces- 
sary to engage in exploration for 
the type of orebody which is likely 
to be found.” 

Elmer W. Pehrson, acting chief 
of the statistical division of the 
United States Bureau of Mines, 


| told the meeting that the country’s 


zinc ore demand for 1941, estimated 
at 930,000 tons, would exceed all 
previous requirements. About 714,- 
000 tons, an increase of 7 per cent 
from 1940 production, will be sup- 
plied by domestic mines, he said, 
and large tonnages of foreign zinc 
earmarked for this country more 
than assure the balance.

Vallandingham was thus assailed 
while this country was openly at 
war. A prominent person, he —* 
tinued to express views against the 
Civil War and for. State’s rights 
that he had insisted on in his 
newspaper from 1847 and in Con- 
gress from 1858 to 1863. - 


Says the Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica: “In 18638 he made violent 
speeches in Ohio against the ad- 
ministration, and for these he was 
arrested by the military authori- 
ties and tried by a military com- 
mission. . . . He was fanatically 
devoted to the Constitution as he 
undérstood that document, and his 
course during the war was not, as 
his enemies asserted, trying to aid 
the Confederates but merely desir- 
ous of restoring the Union as it 
was.” | 
Different in Wartime. 

Once we are in war, there are 
few’ who will argue for the right 
to engage in organized efforts to 
obstruct its conduct. Befére we 
are so engaged, if a man must be 
damned by implication with the 
name “copperhead” by so high an 
authority as the President for 
merely arguing against “all-out” 
war, free speech is gone and de- 
mocracy is in the discard. 

Our people overwhelmingly don’t 
want to go to bloody war. Our 
President has assured them they 
shall not go to bloody war unless 
attacked. Why then should a man 
whd argues against going to bloody 
war be labeled, by indirection, 
“copperhead” by the President for 
arguing against bloody war? 
Roosevelt’s impatience is clearly, 
in this case, against any opposition 
to his views. It must be so since 
there has been little opposition to 
his actual course of action. But if 
views and opinions can’t be criti- 
cised and opposed, we are in a 
bad fix. 


Col. Lindbergh, a nationally ac- 
claimed hero, first irked this ad- 
ministration when, as a specialist, 
he opposed the use of untrained 
army aviators in flying the mails. 
He was so clearly right and his 
opposition so clearly wrong that 
atfer several unnecessary deaths 
the futile and ghastly experiment 
was abandoned. 


Smeared Second Time. 


He was again smeared when he 
reported the growing strength of 
German air power and the in- 
adequacy of Russian, British and 
American power. No argument is 
needed to prove how right he was. 


In the broader phases of military 
strategy, logistics and economics 
many of us are not so apt to be 
swayed by his arguments as we 
are in the field of aeronautics, but 
that doesn’t mean that an answer 
to him in the broader field is to 
question his patriotism and loyalty 
by calling him damaging names. 


The trouble with the America 
First Committee is that, because 
the flinging of all that we have 
and are, with too little considera- 
tion, into bloody war happens to 
be distasteful also to JNazis, Fasc- 
ists and Communists, its speakers

That is not the fault of earnest

Shirer, who left Berlin four 
months ago, was of the opinion 
the Nazi forces could have invaded 
England immediately after the fall 
of France but that Britain’s de- 
fenses now were too strong. Eng- 
land; he said, would be able to 
hold out if aided by American sup- 
plies although he discounted the 
possibility of any invasion of the 
continent. :

The harmonica-playing painter 
spoke frankly to a group of New 
York reporters a few weeks ago, 
‘and came home to find, as usual, 
that some people didn’t like it. 
Particularly they disagreed with 
his views on where he would like 
his paintings exhibited. 

“If it was left to me,” he had 
told reporters, “I wouldn’t have 
any museums. Nobody looks at 
them in-museums. I'd like to sell 
mine to saloons, bawdy houses, Ki- 
wanis and Rotary clubs and cham- 
bers of commerce—even. women’s 
clubs.” 

Because of that statement, Ben- 
ton says, Institute Director Keith 
Martin has asked for his resigna- 
tion as a painting instructor. Mar- 
tin denies that but asserted “there 
had been some objection ... to ths 
acceptance of a new contract with 


Mr. Benton.” Benton’s contract, ré- 
newable annually, expires in June. 
Won't Quit, He Says. 

But Benton has no intention of 
resigning. He says he owes it to his 
students to remain. : 

“Those kids are for me, and Tl 
going to make a fight for it,” he 
said. “I’ve licked ‘em once, and 
I'll lick ‘em again.” 

Three years ago Benton won re- 
instatement after the Institute 
failed to renew his contract over a 
dispute arising from his then re- 
cently published book, “An Artist 
in America.” Passages in the book 
had brought criticism that its au- 
thor was “sensual and gross.” 

Letter to Critics. 

In an open letter answering crit- 
ics who took exception to his New 
York interview, the artist wrote: 

“I return to Kansas City from a 
little eastward journey to find that 
spring is here. Pink flowers laugh 
at me from the bushes. They are 
extraordinarily pretty against the 
new grass. Yellow flowers push out 
of the ground and wink at me, Up 
in the trees the birds sing to me 
as if they were glad to find me 
home again.

blood pressure often write me in 
consternation as to what to do 
about it, and I invariably tell 
them to get down on their knees 
and thank God for it. People with ~ 
low blood pressure are usually 
those who live to an advanced age. 

There is a peculiar type of low 
blood pressure, however, which 
causes symptoms that have been 
very puzzling. These are the peo- 


ple who have low. blood pressure 


only when they are standing up 
and they are the typical examples 
of the people who feel badly when 


they get up in the morning and 


feel fine as the day goes on. They 
feel badly because when they get 
up they have suddenly changed 
from a recumbent to an erect posi- 
tion. So long as they are recum- 
bent the blood pressure is equal- 
ized and they have no sensation. 


WHEN THEY GET up the blood 


pressure (“rops very abruptly and 
they are liable to have a feeling 
of fatigue and malaise and a gen- 
éral all-in sensation. As the day 
wears on, some kind of adjustment 
takes place—their blood vessels 
contract somewhat, the blood pres- 
sure rises and that is why they 
feel better as time goes on. 

It is probable that these symp- 
toms can be prevented by the sim- 
ple maneuver of putting a corset 
on and binding the legs up with an 
elastic bandage or with an ordi- 
nary bandage. This supports the 
large veins of the abdomen and 
legs. It is probable that the low 
blood pressure in these people is 
due to lack of efficiency in the 
veins rather than in the arteries. 
In the erect position, the blood 
accumulates there and the heart 
has no blood to work on and, 
therefore, the blood pressure drops, 

As a matter of fact, the same 
procedure works in preventing 
shock in certain, kinds of surgical 
operations. In certain operations 
on the head, it. is customary now- 
adays to have the patient sit up. 
This position undoubtedly refuces 
the shock which is so frequent 
with this class of patient. In one 
surgical clinic, it was found that 
if a tight bandage was put around 
the feet and legs nearly 100 per 
cent went through the operation 
without any indications of shock.

4nswer—After complete heal- 
ing of phlebitis there is scar tissue 
inside the vein, which makes it 
really less likely that you would 
have it again than for a normal 
person to have phlebitis.

“It’s alittle hard getting ac-

In the Arctic, 
I let my whiskers grow, never take 
a bath and lose all track of time. 
This year, I did pretty well; I 
only lost four days in three 
months.” : 

How Gillham’s original hunting 
trip. has been prolonged into a 17- 


“year career is proof that oppor- 


tunity is found in strange places. 
In Arizona, where Charlie went 
on his pleasure trip, he learned 
that the Government actually paid 
people to hunt and with little 
trouble he got himself a job as 
a wolf trapper with the Biological 
Survey. He had thought he'd stay 


maybe a year and then go. back to 


his farm in Wanda and put into 
effect some of the knowledge he 
had gained in the School of Agri- 
culture at the University of IIli- 
nois. But year after year he put 
off going back to farming and 
the end of 11 years found him in 
charge of all Government hunters. 

Then in 1935 the Government 
sent him into the Great Slave 
Lake Preserve in the southern 
part of the District of Mackenzie 
in the Canadian Northwest to 
study waterfowl in their hatch- 
eries and in 1936 he was trans- 
ferred to that section of the Bio- 
logical Survey in charge of the 
distribution and migration of birds 
and sent still farther north into 
the Canadian Arctic. Charlie has 
just completed his fifth year of 


study of migratory birds and his 


reports each year are reflected 
in the setting of hunting limits on 
ducks and geese for the area cov- 
ered by the Mississippi Flyway 
which bottlenecks right here at 
St. Louis. 

“Tt sounds like a cinch. job,” 
Charlie admits,” “but it has its

berian winds start blowing in 
across the Arctic and the birds 
start south -for warmer climate. 

With the sun up all the time, 
Charlie makes no attempt to regu- 
late his waking and _ sleeping 
hours. He works until he’s tired; 
then sleeps until he’s rested. He 
eats when he’s hungry and leads 
a simple life away from newspa- 
pers, radios, books. 


“The necessity for traveling as 
light as possible has meant that I 
couldn’t have a radio or books 
to read,” he explains, “but life in 
the Arctic doesn’t demand those 
things. You're too busy trying to 
hold onto life and limb to wonder 


much about what’s happening in ~ 


the rest of the world.” 

The mosquitoes, which fly in 
swarms as soon as the summer 
sun melts the Arctic mud, Charlie 
has managed to subdue by the sim- 
ple process of letting his beard 
grow and soaking it in a com- 
bination of flit and seal oil.

A modest man, Gillham sings his 
own prdaisés softly but wildlife ex- 
perts rate him one of the best bird 
men in the cotintry. For itistance, 
it was he who provided the inspira- 
tion for the actual discovery of the 
breeding ground of the famed 
Ross’s Goose. Every year since 
his original journey into the Arctic, 
he had questioned natives about 
the bird and finally decided that 
the breeding ground of Ross's 
Goose must-be somewhere near the 
mouth of the Perry River, which 
runs .into the Arctic Ocean at 
Queen Maud Gulf, southeast of big 
Victoria Island. In the summer of 
1940, he chartered a plane, flew 
over the Perry River region and 
saw so many of the birds that his 
suspicions were confirmed. Float- 
ing ice prevented a landing of the 
plane for further exploration, but 
Gillham sold Angus Gavin, a Hud- 
son’s Bay Co. trader, on the idea 
of tracking the birds down and so 
it was that the breeding ground of 
Ross’s Goose, sought for more than 
half a century, was discovered. 

Forty-three years old, Gillham is 
of Scotch-Irish descent and one of 
the most contented men alive, Of 
some modest personal means, he 
wouldn’t trade his present job for 
a chance to make a fortune. To 
him the Arctic is 10 times more ex- 
citing than New York City. 

“It’s wonderful when spring 
comes to the Arctic,” he says. 
“One day the moss comes up. Two 
days later it flowers and in two 


weeks it has completed -the-cyele . 


and the seeds are strewn to the 
wind. And then take the _ little 
item of adventure. There you are 
out. there on a surface so flat you 
can’t tell one direction .from. an- 
other. A compass does you no 
good because you're too close. to 
the magnetic. pole. : 

“Not hearing from my kids dur- 
ing those months in the Far North 
was the only thing that bothered 
me,” he grins.
